from con vin ced that the prohibi­ 
tion law will be en forced , bu t he 
believes he kn ows how. Norris is 
a d ry who d oesn ’t d rin k an d he 
su pported A1 Smith for presid en t. 
He has been both a prosecu tin g at­ 
torn ey an d a ju d ge an d so kn ows 
somethin g abou t law en forcemen t. 
He is probably the on ly sen ator or 
pu blic official here who is at all 
times willin g to blu rt ou t what he 
thin ks an d his an swer for the pro­ 
hibition problem is con sequ en tly 
both stran ge an d u n iqu e. 
“First,” said Sen ator Norris, in ­ 
terviewed , “I wou ld take prohibi­ 
tion ou t of politics. 
“I wou ld refu se to permit the 
politician s to n ame the en force­ 
men t officers. If I had my way, all 
ju d ges, d istrict attorn eys, prosecu -j 
tors an d other officials havin g to 
d o with law en forcemen t wou ld be 
appoin ted withou t regard to poli­ 
tics in an y even t. 
An d n o man 
wou ld be d ischarged becau se of 
his political belief. 
“Bu t when mixed u p with pro­ 
hibition , 
politics 
becomes 
far 
more d an gerou s becau se of the 
fin an cial profit in volved . 
There 
are million s in prohibition .

large scale bootlegger can afford 
to pay a million d ollars to get the 
right man in the right office.

ASHINGTON—Senator George 
W. Norris of Nebraska is far 


from convinced that the prohibi- 
tion law will be enforced, but he 
believes he knows how. Norris is 
a dry who doesn't drink and. he 
supported Al Smith for president. 
He has heen both a prosecuting at- 
torney and a judge and so knows 
something about law enforcement. 
He is probably the only senator or 
public official here who is at all 
times willing to blurt out, what he 
thinks arid his answer for the pro- 
hibition problem is Consequently 
both strange and unique. 


"First," said Senator Norris, in- 


terviewed, "I would take prohibi- 
tion out of politics. 


"I would refuse to permit the 


politicians to name the enforce- 
ment officers. If I had my way, all 
judges, district attorneys, prosecu- 
tors and other officials having to 
do with law enforcement would be 
appointed without regard to' poli- 
tics in any event. And no man 
would be discharged because of 
his political belief. 


"But when mixed up with pro- 


hibition, politics becomes 
far 


more dangerous because of the 
financial profit involved. 
There 


are millions in prohibition. A 
large scale bootlegger can afford 
to pay a million dollars to get the 
right man in the right office.
